The procession 
was exceedingly grand, and the cheering of the multi- 
tude such as evinced the loyalty and devotion of the 
citizens of Aberdeen. 

On arriving at the platform in rear of the triumphal 
arch her Majesty and Prince Albert were received by 
the Lord Provost and magistrates, the members of 
Parliament for the city and county, the Earl of Aber- 
deen (lord lieutenant of the county), the sheriff and 
convener of the county, and other official personages. 

The Queen was received on board the yacht by Lord 
Adolphus Fitzclarence, and embarked amid the most 
rapturous applause. 

The Queen and the Royal Family appeared to enjoy 
the scene greatly. Her Majesty and Prince Albert 
were in excellent health and spirits, and the royal 
children had evidently profited by the bracing air of 
Balmoral. 

The weather, which threatened during the early part 
of the afternoon, became worse after her Majesty’s 
arrival, and, a heavy mist coming on, the royal yacht 
did not proceed to sea, as had been intended: during 
the night. 

At eight o’clock on Friday morning the Lord Pro- 
vost went on board the Royal Victoria and Albert 
a to learn the pleasure of the Queen, and, having 

ad an interview with Sir George Grey, he was in- 
formed that her Majesty’s commands would be com- 
municated to his lordship at noon. The Lord Provost 
accordingly waited on the Home Secretary at the 
appointed ,hour, when the. royal commands were com- 
municated to his lordship to the effect that her Majesty 
had determined to abandon the sea voyage, owing to 
the prevailing stormy weather, and would proceed at 
two o’clock to Perth, there to pass the night, and

Expresses had previously been despatched 
from Aberdeen to Perth to provide the necessary 
relays of horses at the various stages, so that no 
inconvenience might be experienced by the royal party 
from any delays on the road. 

In the evening her Majesty and the Prince Consort 
arrived in the ancient city of Perth, and alighted at 
the George Hotel, where apartments had been engaged 
for their reception. 

On Saturday morning, at an early hour, her Majesty 
and the Prince Consort departed by special train, en 
route for the south, the royal party travelling direct 
to Crewe, where they arrived about seven o'clock on 
ne ae evening, and remained for the night at the 

oyal Hotel. 

Her Majesty and the Prince Albert left Crewe at 
six o’clock on Sunday morning, and, travelling by 
special train on the North-Western Railway, arrived 
at the Euston-square station at half-past ten o’clock, 

Mr. Stewart and several gentlemen connected with 
the railway company were in attendance to receive the 
Queen and Prince Consort. From the admirable 
facilities afforded by the arrangements there was not

We take it to be one of the greatest reproaches 
to this country that when once a woman has

she is compelled partly by the want of law and 
partly by the inefficiency of law, to resign those 
common rights which society confers upon the 
humblest of its members. Unless by the special 
and prudent interposition of her friends, every 
penny of her property is swallowed up by the 
voracious prerogative of her husband, A. married 
woman has no rights of herown, She cannot sue in 
her own name for compensation for her fame ; for an 
injury done to her health through the negligence of 
doctors, carriers, and so forth. Under no cireum- 
stances can she appeal to the laws of her country 28 
an object worthy their protection. She can suffer no 
wrong, no deprivation. Ifa stage-coach turns over 
and breaks her neck, or shatters her constitution, 
that is an injury done to her husband, for which 
he only can sustain an action against the negligent 
parties. She, poor soul, has no right to complain. 
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But, worse than this, when she and all her spinster 
privileges have lapsed into the stronger vessel, and 
lost. their identity—just as a tributary stream 
is lost in the great river-tide—when this 
wholesale sacrifice has been made, she may pine

connected, her friends may institute proceedings 
in that precious establishment, the Arches’ Court. 
There, possibly, she may find a termination to her 
sufferings, but only after a long struggle, and with 
a strong probability of having her domestic reputa- 
tion blasted by the facilities which the forms of 
that court hold out to the perjuror of plying his 
infamous trade with impunity. But if she is a 

oor woman, in a humble station of life, she has 

ut one resource, and that is, to abandon, every- 
thing like principle; and, reducing herself to the 
level of her spouse, set every moral and decent 
obligation at defiance, 

Is this an exaggerated statement of the case? 
Let us see. 

At the Clerkenwell Police Court, on last Wed- 
nesday, a person of the name of Hammond was 
finally examined, charged with having committed 
a brutal assault upon his wife, whose life he had 

ut in danger. The report of this affair states that 
Mrs. Hammond, who for a length of time had lain 
in the hospital with a fractured thigh, crawled into 
court upon crutches, On the occasion which fur- 
nished the complaint in question, her husband had 
dashed her with violence’ upon the floor, and 
thrown her down stairs, by which display of marital 
affection it came about that the woman’s thigh 
was broken ! 

It is one of the singular inconsistences of For- 

tune that brutes of this sort have generally very 
peeene wives. ‘The reckless and insensible spirit 
1as, perhaps, overawed the considerate one, But, 
however the question may stand psychologically, it 
is certain that in this case the wife expressed an 
extreme unwillingness that her husband should be 
prosecuted. She desired only that he would give 
her something to keep body and soul together 
under some other roof than that which had wit- 
nessed his barbarity. She wanted separation and 
maintenance ; and it is said that, ‘after a good deal 
of persuasion, the prisoner eventually consented to 
allow her ten shillings for her support, and was, 
therefore, liberated, 

And this woman has, perhaps, spent the best years 
of her life in her husband’s service; yet, though 
he dashes her violently to the ground — which 
we take to be an amplified way of expressing the 
act of brutally knocking her down—and though he 
tumbles her down stairs and cripples her for the 
rest of her life, the law of great and high-minded 
England leaves the victim so helpless that she 
cannot get a bare subsistence from this savage, and 
security of life and limb, without ‘*a good deal of 
persuasion”! She has no rights! She exists by 
his consent, For to talk of an appeal to a tribunal 
which, all the world knows, yields but a doubtful 
(uses even to the wealthy—and is practically for- 

vidden to the poor—is to mock suffering with a 
heartless, dishonest delusion ! 


But we expect our poor countrywomen to train 
honest men for us, We expect them to rear their 
offspring in obedience to the laws—to instil man- 
liness and virtue into their minds and_ hearts! 
What right have we to expect this? What pro- 
tection do we show to the women whom we ask 
to give us honest and courageous citizens? How 
do we foster her endeavours, and cheer her in the 
execution of those duties whose fulfilment we de- 
mand at her hands? It is a deep disgrace to the 
laws of England that, as far as women are con- 
cerned, their tendencies are to depress, and not to 
elevate, We know that, had the brute in question 
not consented to the maintenance proposed, he 
would have been sent to the treadmill, possibly, 
for a month or two, or perhaps been fined five 
pounds. And how would such a punishment have 
contributed to the security or comfort of the un- 
fortunate wife after the penalty was paid? Would 
she have found a renewed man in the culprit, or a 
gavage more infuriated ? _It is sickening to con- 
template the close of a history whose first epoch 
was so brutal. 

But when are we to look for a remedy for this 
disgraceful state of law? Are we for ever to 
depend upon old fictions—to build our social faith 
on the absurdities of an ignorant and semi-civilized 
age—even while we pride ourselves on the vast 
strides towards enlightenment which we have 
made, and are still making? Why should not 
women have all the rights of men, and equal 
means of asserting those rights? Why should we 
perpetuate a heartless and a savage system, which 
reduces to a state of serfdom that sex to which we 
look for children high-minded, manly, and free?

It somewhat re- 
minds usof a statue in the museum 
of the Louvre in Paris, in which 
a similar treatment of the drapery 
has been resorted to; but it would 
be no easy matter to decide which 
object, in point of excellence, 
should bear the palm. The figure before us is of 
yure Greek art of the best period, and we question 
if, with this, we need or can say more in its favour, 
When the chisel wrought into such beauty the 
unwieldy block of marble, art was less an effort 
than an atmosphere, of which all breathed health- 
fully and enthusiastically, The immortal Pericles 
had taught the people its nobly inspiring influence, 
and proved it by the effect of the labours—nay, the 
delights—of Phidias: while to this day the produc- 
tions of that fertile epoch are looked back to as 
creations half worthy of divinity, and pointed out 
as the great end and aim of the student’s ambition, 
It is thus, and upon such grounds, that examples 
of genuine Greek sculpture assume and sustain 
their great importance and unequalled value. They 
are the echoes of a poetry, the universality of 
which, even if it retain its existence, has lost the 
facility of being embodied and enyeloped; for com- 
merce and machinery have intercepted the way,

England was 
then the place to which 
the Prince retired, In 1840 
the landing at Calais took 
place : the Prince was cap- 
tured, and was condemned 
to perpetual imprisonment. 
‘When informed of his sen- 
tence, his reply was, ‘At 
least I shall have the hap- 
iness of dying in France,” 
Juring his confinement at 
Ham, the Prince occupied 
much of his time in writing, 
and it was only after an 
imprisonment of nearly six 
years that he contrived and 
executed his singular es- 
‘cape from that fortress: the 
particulars of which,though 
deeply interesting, are too 
long for insertion.

Paris.—On Saturday a scene took place in the 
Assembly, compared with which all the former tumults 
and confusion which have occurred there are thrown 
completely into the shade.

M. d’Anjoy 
ascended the tribune to put the questions of which he 
had given notice to the Minister of the Interior, and 
delivered a speech in which he described the scenes of 
disorder which had taken place at the banquets of 
Toulouse, Bourges, and other places, and took occasion 
to make some severe observation on the recent demon- 
stration at the Chalet in the Champs Elysées. Every 
sentence of the speech delivered by M. d’Anjoy was 
interrupted by shouts and angry gestures from the 
left ; and, when he came to observe upon the banquet 
of the Chalet, the tumult exceeded all bounds. The 
members rushed down into the central space, and the 
President put on his hat. After the lapse of a con- 
siderable time the tumult began to subside, the sitting 
was resumed, and the Assembly passed to the order of 
the day. The committee on the constitution decided, 
by a majority of ten to four, that the President should 
be elected by universal suffrage. A little more busi- 
ness is doing in the shops. ‘The working classes are 
infa more deplorable condition, yet, strange to say, one 
finds the shopkeepers as exorbitant in their prices and 
the operatives as prone to combination and “ strikes” 
as in the very best times. The approach of winter is, 
therefore, regarded with alarm. A Democratic and

The Bombay Government had countermanded the 
progress of the troops previously ordered to proceed 
up the Indus to Mooltan, on the ground that they 
would not be required or would arrive too late. Native 
intelligence from the scene of insurrection, early in 
August, states that the inhabitants of Mooltan, having 
heard of the approach of the British troops, were quit- 
ting the place, and that the Dewan had in consequence 
built up the gates. There is news by this mail 
of an insurrection, or something very like it, of the

The mother came out to look for him, and 
became alarmed at the absence, remembered her 
husband’s dreams, and ran screaming here and there, 
but no one could give her hope or tidings of her lost 
one. Shortly after a cap was seen floating on the 
canal, and then the people cried out that he was 
drowned. This was but too true. A raft of timber 
was being taken along, and the boatman, in drawing 
up his pole and hook from the water, after pushing the 
raft along, drew up the ill-fated child! He was quite 
dead; and though some persons thought, if the usual 
means were resorted to, he might have been resusci 
tated, others shook their heads mournfully and said, 
“Tt was doomed—it could not be otherwise.”

: Fauuine or tHe Roruer Viapucr.—A 
readful casualty, attended with loss of life, occurred 
at the Rother viaduct, near the junction of the Man- 
chester, Sheffield, and Lincolnshire Railway with the 
Midland, at Beighton, on Saturday morning last, 
The viaduct was about a quarter of a mile in Joust, 
and was to consist of thirty-six arches, built on soft 
clayey ground. Upwards of twenty of the arches 
were completed, rere the rest were in progress; the 
late heavy rains had, however, interfered with the 
work, The river had overflowed, and the water had 
found its way into the foundations of the piers. The 
piers have sunk 14} inches since the commencement 
of the building, but measures were taken to poppers 
them, which were unfortunately unsuccessful, ‘The 
twenty arches fell in, killing two men on the spot, 
and mY severely wounding another that he died shortly 
after. Two other men were also severely injured. 
The piers yet stand, but, the brickwork, of the fallen 
arches having blocked up the channel of the river 
Rother, the country around is flooded to such an ex- 
tent that the place is almost inaccessible, A_ coro- 
ner’s inquest was held on Monday afternoon at Leigh- 
ton, near 8 Sheffield, on the bodies of the three unio: 
tunate men, George Belcliffe, Henry Whiteman, and 


James Mott. From the evidence of the engineers 
examined, it app peared that the foundations were in- 
sufficient, and the jury returned the following ver- 


dict :—"* That the deceased were killed by the falling 

of the Rother viaduct, while in the course of construc- 
tion, in consequence, it is belived by this jury, of the 
insufficiency of the foundation.” 


EXTRAORDINARY SUICIDE. -——An inquest v 
held on the 22nd ult., at Llanybyther, Athe bade 
of John Bowen, aged twenty-two years. About ase 
weeks before his death he was apprenticed to a shoe- 
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maker, but did not seem to like the trade. On the 
morning of the 21st, on commencing work, he was un- 
able to draw the thread through the shoe; he threw it 
down and said he would work no longer at it, and left 
the shop.

It 
appeared that a fisherman’s wife, who was watching 
her husband's nets between four and five o’clock on 
Friday morning, near the bridge, saw the mother and 
daughter walk deliberately down the steps on to the 
starlings of the bridge. At this time it was about 
half flood, and they had to walk nearly to their necks 
in water to get on to the starlings. The fisherman’s 
wife immediately gave un alarm to the policeman on 
the bridge, and they were both taken into custody. 
The mother said her daughter was ill and out of a 
situation, and had determined to drown herself, and 
that she only accompanied her to prevent her doing so. 
They were discharged. 


A MorHER STABBED By HER Son.—At the 
Boroush Court, Manchester, a young carpenter named 
Edvard Corbett was brought Verore the magistrates 
ckarged with stabbing his mother, Sarah Corbett, and 
a joiner named Wm. Plumb, who lived in the same 
house, The offence was committed on Sunday, the 19th 
ult. Late at night, the mother came down and let her 
son in, whenhe took out a knife and stabbed her re- 
peatedly about the arms and upper part of the body He 
then rushed Bp stairs, and stabbed Plumb ina similar 
manner. Both his mother and Plumb were removed 
to the Royal Infirmary, and were so. seriously injured 
that they could not appear against him at the trial; 
the mother, indeed, is not likely to recover, and 
under that impression her depositions have been 
taken by a magistrate at the infirmary, Plumb was 
sufficiently recovered to appear at the Borough Court, 
and upon his depositions, corroborated by those of the 
mother, the prisoner was committed to Kirkdale 
prison for trial at the next assizes.

THR Stare Triats. — The trial of Mr, 
Smith O’Brien, M.P., for high treason, was opened at 
Clonmel on Thursday morning, Sept. 28. The judges 
took their seats at eleven o’clock, and within a few 
minutes every part of the court was filled. The 
Countess of Donoughmore sat in the sheriffs’ box near 
the judges; eer Osborne and several other ladies 
were in the sheriffs’ gallery, but neither Lady O’Brien 
nor Mrs. O’Brien was present. Sir Lucius O’Brien 
and the Rey, Edward O’Brien, brothers of the pri- 
soner, Lord Hawarden, and Lord Dudley Stuart, and 
also Mr. Sergeant Shee, of the English bar, were in 
the body of the court. General M‘Donald was in the 
sheriffs’ gallery. The Attorney-General, the Solicitor- 
General, Mr. Scott, Q.C., Mr. Sausse, and Mr, Lynch 
were the counsel for the Crown ; Mr. Whiteside, Q Cc, 
and Mr. Francis Fitzgerald appeared for the prisoner. 
Mr, O’Brien came to the front of the dock, and stood 
for some minutes leaning against the rail. He was 
then accommodated with a seat. He was perfectly 
composed, and nodded familiarly to Dr, Gray, who 
sat near the dock. Sir C, O'Loghlen, who, though not 
engaged as counsel, was Present and took an active 
part in the proceedings, handed a parchment docu- 
ment to the prisoner, which was forthwith sworn to b 
him, and, from what afterwards occurred, appeared to 
be an affidavit that no copy of the panel of the jury or 
of the list of witnesses had been delivered to him 
Mr. Whiteside then addressed the court, to show 
cause why the trial could not at that time proceed 
but must be postponed until their lordships had de. 
cided what was the true construction to te given to 
certain acts of Parliament to which he would refer, 
This led to a long argument with the Attorney. 
General.— The proceedings of the 29th disclosed 
many points for the writ of error in the case of Mr, 
Smith O’Brien. The threat, of course, is an admis-

--The proceedings were resumed on Saturday morn- 
ing, when numerous witnesses were called to give 
evidence on behalf of the Crown.—Precisely at nine 
o’clock on Monday the judges entered the court, and 
took their seats with the usual formalities. The 
Countess of Donoughmore, who attends regularly 
every day, and sits on the left of Mr. Justice Doherty, 
was also present at that early hour, as well as numerous 
ladies of distinction, who were accommodated in the 
side galleries, The prisoner appeared fresher and 
More tranquillized than on previous days, The ex- 
aminations Proeenied and, at last, a witness being 
called, Mr, mith O’Brien, addressing the court, said 
it Was now six o’clock, and he thought it would be 
unjust to his counsel and himself to continue the in- 
vestigation any longer that night. The court at once 


acceded to an adjournment, and Mr. O’Brien despot 
to publicly express his thanks for the indulgence. The 
case for the prosecution closed on Tuesday night, and 
Mr. Whiteside commenced his speech for the defence 
on Wednesday morning. The court kindly intimated 
a disposition to extend the Nee of adjournment, but 
the learned gentleman did not avail himself of it.

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CALDER ABBEY, CUMBERLAND. 

These beautiful but small remains stand in a se- 
cluded Mp Foi dl which runs the Calder, a 

small rivulet, that derives its name from falling down 
the Caldfell or Coldfell, an appellation truly con- 
genial with the mountain's dreary aspect, The abbey 
was founded by Ranulph, Earl of Chester and Cum- 
berland, about 1134, and belonged to that severe 
order of ecclesiastics the Cistercians, At the dissolu- 
tion it was granted to Thomas Leigh, LL.D., and 
passed through various hands, till it came into the 
possession of T’. T. Senhouse, Esq., a gentleman of 
genuine classic taste, whose elegant yilla. is erected 
contiguous to the ruin, the preservation of which has 
been strictly observed, without disfiguring its vene- 
rable appearance by modern innovations: the pleasure- 
grounds, being planted with forest trees in a judicious 
style of landscape gardening, embosom the ivy-clad 
walls in pleasing seclusion, te uninteresting would 
the modernized temple, the flimsy pavilion, or the 
fashionable obelisk appear, if put in competition with 
these mouldering vestiges of ancient magnificence ? 
The tower of the abbey church was supported by 
clustered pillars sustaining pointed arches ; these are 
the principal remains of this once elegant structure, 
which, though but of small dimensions, was evidentl 
builtin the collegiate form. The arches that separatec 

the side aisles from the body of the church are in part 
remaining, and finely mantled with ivy; some little 
of the cloisters may yet be traced, and numerous ves- 

tiges of ancient sculpture remain, though greatly in-

GENERAL OBSERVATIONS ON FASHION 
AND DRESS. $ 

The autumnal bonnets just imported from Paris 
present a novelty in shape which has for some 
months past heen gradually appearing: we allude 
to an increased width and roundness of the front, 
a change which will doubtless characterize the 
bonnets of the ensuing winter. In this new and 
improved shape the front of the bonnet completely 
encircles the face, widening very much at each 
side, and thus displaying the forehead to great 
advantage. This sort of wide front affords space 
for a profusion of under-trimming, consisting of 
bouillonnées of coloured blonde, intermingled with 
bows of ribbon or bouquets of flowers. The new 
bouquets made for this purpose, and called mancinis, 
are truly beautiful. 

We have observed some pretty bonnets made of 
a kind of blue or pink spotted silk. These bonnets 
are trimmed with bands of therry velvet of the 
colour of the silk, Three of these bands are placed 
on the front of the bonnet, and on one side a tuft 
of white marabouts, shaded in the colour of the 
silk; or, instead of the feathers, a bouquet of cli- 
matis or auricula, with foliage of richly-shaded 
velvet, When the bonnet is trimmed with feathers 
the under-trimming should be bows of ribbon and 
bouillonnées of tulle; ifa bouquet be placed on the 
outside, the inside trimming may likewise consist 
of flowers. 

One of the most novel ornaments employed in 
trimming bonnets is a lappet of lace or blonde, 
fixed on in slight fulness at each side, and the 
ends hanging a little below the brim of the bonnet, 
This is exceedingly becoming. ‘These lappets, it 
must be obagiued are made expressly for the pur- 
pose, and aye sufficiently narrow to be fastened in 
small loops at each side of the bonnet, like a ribbon, 

On those bright mild days which at the present 
variable season are of frequent occurrence, bonnets 
in Bay summer coloura are numerous on the prome- 
nades at the watering-places, Citron-colour, blue, 
or sea-green ¢rape .ave much in favour, trimmed 
with bands and bows of therry velvet of the same 
colour, We have observed some drawn bonnets of 
grey crape, trimmed on the outside with bows of 
puce-coloured therry velvet, and under the brim 
small bouquets of the same colour, Another pe- 
culiarly elegant bonnet was of citron-coloured 
crape, trimmed with lilac therry velvet and a bouquet 
of lilac geranium, Many drawn bonnets of white 
or coloured crape are trimmed with narrow ruches 
of pinked silk of the colour of the bonnet, one 
of these ruches being placed over each drawing, 

At the present season shawls are found to be 
convenient intermediaries between summer mante- 
lets and winter cloaks. Long and square cash- 
meres are Mad! generally adopted ; and shawls of 
black and dark-coloure cashmere, embroidered in 
flowers in coloured silks, are also very fashionable,

OUR LIBRARY CHAIR. 


Ruins of Many Lands: a Poem. With Ilustrations. 
By Nicholas Michell, Author of “‘ The Traduced,”’ 
«The Eventful Epoch,” &c, Part I, Tegg 
and Co, 

We believe, in spite of much that is said to the con- 

trary, that this is just as fervent an age for poetry 

as any which has gone before it; and that the 
error 1s in ourselves, and not in public taste, when 
careful rhymes are born into the bookshops, and 
retire presently from their windows, dying, yet 
making no sign, It is only now, indeed, 
that the genius of Wordsworth has begun to 
be appreciated; what he wrote in the more 
poetic times gone by, having lain idle in the 
market, and only in this railway season beginning 
to return the poet his reward in his fast-gathering 
years. It is possible enough that the poetic tend- 

Ings of the world incline towards other quarters 

than heretofore, Verse, which has hitherto mo- 

nopolized the fame of poetry, now, at length, yields 
part of it, in public estimation, to her sister; less 
measured and less musical indeed, but neither 


unmusical nor wanting in a true poetic measure, 


as Milton and Burke have manifested, and Carlyle, 
with his rugged prose metre, in ourownday. Doubt- 


less, however, verse is the highest form of poetry ; 


and a new poet who should not remind us of stops 


familiar to our ears, nor present old thoughts in 


the old way, but combine afresh—as there is no-

vant, bigoted, or aristocratic, yet, looking upon him 
as an American by birth and feeling, allowances were 
- made for him, which he always acknowledged. He is 
now on the opposite shores of the Atlantic, and his 
' genetosity to many a one beneath him, and especially 
td the heroine of this tale, deserves all the eulog 
which philanthropy could give him, though his poli- 
tical opinions were diametrically opposed to England. 
Nothing can be better for an American than, after his 
English sojourn, to return to his own country. If a 
man of observation, intelligence, and influence in his 
native place, he will improve the tone of society there 
by the example of a gentleman. If his patience be 
not exhausted, he will have a noble field for exertion, 
though the soil may be somewhat stiff to work upon.

America, 
though she will not own it, wants much improvement.
